DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This application contains clainns directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I : Claims 2-7, 34-38, 53, 63-69 recite that the qualifying action is 
performed by a second recipient of said coupon 



Species II: Claims 8-33, 39-44, 49-52, 58-62, 70-74, 94, 150, 151. 152, 153, 166 
and 167 recite that the qualifying action is performed by the initial recipient of the 
coupon. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C, 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, 1, 48, 87, 94, 95, 144, 145, 146, 147, 148, 149, 
162, 163, 164, 165 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
